1. (Currently Amended) A computer implemented system that fac ili tates 

bu il d i ng a prof ile of a us e r comprising: 

a processor communicatively coupled to a memory, said memory having stored 

thereon computer-executable instructions configured to implement a profile building 

system , the profile building system including: 

at — le ast on e an extraction component to extract semantic 

components of at least one a_portion of a plurality of web pages; 

at le ast on e an input component comprising a p l ura li ty of user 
interface buttons to — automatically — r e f le ct having an appearance 
corresponding to context of each of the plurality of web pages to th e us e r 
of th e w e b pag e based in part on the semantic components of the at least 
om a_portion of the plurality of web pages, the user interface button 
having a first appearance corresponding to a first context of a first web 
page and having a second appearance corresponding to a second context 
of a second web page, the first context being different from the second 
context and the first appearance being different from the second 
appearance to r e c ei v e th e us e r's s ele ction of on e or mor e of th e p l ura li ty 
of us e r i nt e rfac e buttons ; and 

a profile component to populate and store the profile of the user 
and to indicate th e us e r's selection by the user of the on e or mor e of th e 
p l ura li ty of user interface buttons with respect to one or more of the 
plurality of web pages for v ie w i ng by th e us e r or oth e r us e rs, wh e r ei n 
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d i ss e m i nat i on of at le ast a port i on of th e prof ile of th e us e r i s s ele ct i v e and 
contro lle d by th e us e r . 

2. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 1, further comprising a web 
browser. 

3. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 1, further comprising a search 
engine.

7. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1, further comprising a profile 
review component to allow the user to review the profile, and/or edit the profile , or both . 

8. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 1, further comprising an 
inference component to make declarations on behalf of the user. 

9. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 8, wherein the inference 
component further comprises at least one of: a support vector machine (SVM), a naive 
Bayes model, a Bayesian network, a decision tree, a Hidden Markov Model (HMM), 
neural network, data fusion engine. 
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10. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 8, wherein the inference 
component further comprises a classifier. 

11. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 8, wherein the inference 
component is to further infer when to make a declaration on behalf of the user. 

12. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 1 , further comprising a privacy- 
preserving searching component to enable the user to search for others who have a 
similar profile as the user.

14. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 1, wherein the profile of the 
user comprises information relating to opinions, expertise, and experiences of the user.

r e f le ct i ng having an appearance corresponding to a context to th e us e r of the first web 
page based in part on the first semantic components of th e at le ast on e port i on of th e 
w e b pag e; 

receiving th e us e r's selection by the user of at least one of the on e or mor e of th e 
p l ura li ty of first user interface buttons; 

extracting second semantic components from at least a portion of a second web 

page: 

providing one or more second input components comprising one or more second 
user interface buttons, each of the second user interface buttons having an appearance 
corresponding to a context of the second web page based in part on the second web 
page semantic components, at least one of the second user interface buttons having a 
respective appearance that is different from a respective appearance of at least one of 
the first user interface buttons; 

receiving selection by the user of at least one of the second user interface

22. (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method of claim 21, 
wherein the morphing of the one or more first user interface buttons into the one or 
more second user interface buttons p l urality of us e r i nt e rfac e buttons is based at least in 
part upon user behavior with respect to movement of a pointer device. 

23. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 22, 
wherein the pointer device comprises a mouse. 
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24. (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method of claim 16, 
wherein the semantic components of the at least one portion of the first web page are 
based at least in part upon declarations previously annotated to the user profile by the 
user. 

25. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 16, 
further comprising at least one of reviewing or editing the user profile by the user. 

26. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 16, 
wherein populating the user profile is performed implicitly by the user. 

27. (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method of claim 16, 
further comprising inferring selection bv the user of the at least one first user interface 
button, the at least one second user interface button, or both, based, at least in part, on 
previous selections of user interface buttons bv the user wh e r ei n popu l at i ng th e us e r 
prof ile i s p e rform e d by an i nf e r e nc e component i nf e rr i ng th e us e r's s ele ct i on of th e on e 
or mor e of th e p l ura li ty of us e r i nt e rfac e buttons .
